‘THE LATEST FROM THE COAL STRIKE. 


Mr. Harris Describes the Mob Terrorism 
Employed at Birkner. 

Mr. Harris came to town about noon t» day 
ana made the following statement 


as to the situation of affairs at Birkner: 


On Tuesday Collinsville men about forty to 
cixtyin number came to Birkner and com- 
menced 1o use threats and violent demonstra- 
tions toward the miners at work for mein tne 
Execelsor and Victory mines. The men c)i- 
tinned at work duripg Tuesday, in 
spite ‘of the threats of violence. On 

‘ednesday before davlight these Collinsvilie 
miners reappeared at Birckner, using threats 
of violence and intimidation, but maay miners 
went to work in spite oftnem and loaded up 
eleven curs. On that cvening the strikers, 
reinforced, were using more violent threats 
ugainst tLe menifthey went to work the next, 
gav. Tbe railroad left two cars on tne 
switch, filled on the 23d. On Thursday, the 
2th, the miners filled five cars at Victor 
Mines «nd three at Excelsior Mines after din- 
ner. The strikers, fifty or sixty in numer, 
were still using threats against the miners at 
work and lusing hands on some, using them 
v olentiv, with revolvers in their hands, 


threatening to shootthe first man that went to 


work. This was at the dinner bovr of the 
4th. sent to Belleville for the Sheriff. Wh-n 
he came most of the men were at work 


or wentto work. The stikersleft, threateniog

substantially as toJlows: I propose to have all 
the facts bearing upon this case to go tothe 
court andjury, and to do this I have been 
foreea to interrupt counsel and witnesses who 


were mistaken asto supposed tacts. I meant 
no discourtesy to them or any one. 
Any fact in my career bearing on 


the question .who fired that shot, the 
Deity or myself, is of vital importancein this 


case, and I propose that it go tothe jury. 
Hence my personal, political and theolozical 
record may be developed. I am glad that your 
honor and opposing counsel are disposed to 
give an historical review of my life and I ask 
the press and publicto dolikewise. All I want 
is absolute justice, and I shall not permit any 
creoked work. I have no idea my counsel 
want crooked work. They are often mistaken 
oh supposed facts and I shall have 
to correct them. Last spring Scertain 
newspapers in New York and ashington 
were bitterly denouncing the President tor 
breaking up the Republican party by improper 
appointments. 1] wouid like these newspapers 
to reprint those editorials now and see how 
they would Jook and sound. In attempting to 
remove the President l only did whut the pa- 
pers said ought to be done. Since July 2 they 
bave been desfying the Piesidert and denoun- 
cing me for doing the very thing they said 
cught to be done. Iwantthe newspapers andl 
doctors, who actually killed the President, to 
Shure with me tie odium of his Ceath. 

I never would have shot him of my own vo 
lition, notwithstanding those n-wapapers, it I 
bad not been commissioned by the Deity to do 
the deed, but this fact does-not retieve the 
newspapers trom the supposed disgrace of the 
President’s removal. If he nad been properly 
treated he would ve aliveto day. Ic has been 
published that I aw in fear of death. 

IT IS FALSE 

IZhave always been a religious man, and an 
active worker for God. Some people tiink I 
am a murderer, but the Lord does not, for he 
inspired the act, asinthe ease of Abraham 
and a score of other cases in the Bibie. The 
aus:sult madevpon me Saturday lias by a 
crank has been condemned by the press. The 
eyes of the civilized world are watehing this 
case, and it behooves this court andthe met- 
ropolitan police to protect me at ali hazards. 
[Thereby warn all cranks of highor low degree 
to keep away f10om tne under penalty of instant 
death. Hewould tave been shot dead on 
Saturday but for the 1earing of the horses 
in the van. As the officer was shooting 
the horses shook the vanso he lost his aim, 
and though the van pursued Lim he tempo- 
ralily escaped. I waste my arguiments on 
cranks. All they can see in this case isu 
poliecman’s revolver. Again I say if they 
vaiue their livesthey must keep away from 
me. I desire the court and jury to dispose of 
this case on thefacts and law, and leave all 
the responsibility about it to a verdict. 

Scoville then referred to his previous da- 
mands for certain printed newspaper slips 
which were taken from Gui'eau at the time 
of his ariest. <A colloquy ensued between 
coupnsel.in which considerable feeling was 
shewn upon both sides.

The Interesting Log of a Summer 
Canoeist.

Following the **Father of Waters” From 
His Source to the Balize. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw ORLEANS, November 18, 1881.— 
There arrived at the jetiies on the 15th a 
tiny cedar canoe, bearing aloft at the bow a 
pennant with the inscription, ‘‘Alice,’’ 
and at the stern a United States flag. Its of- 
ficers and crew consisted of Capt. Willard 
Glazier, the distinguished author, and a re- 
portorial companion, who had come all the 
way down the Mississippi from its source in 
their frail bark. Great, indeed,was the joy 
of the voyagers as they glided down to the 
mouth of the river and saw the salt spray of 
the gulf dash high over the seaward wall o° 
the jetties. After clambering up by the bea- 
con, and standing there gazing 
at the broad expanse of water to- 
wards which they had been paddling 


forthe last four months, until they were 
drenched by an unusually heavy wave, th 
men descended again slowly, scarcely con- 
scious that their long voyage was finished. 
ailing a boat, they got aboard her, and the 
light canoe was made fast behind and towed 
back to Port Eads, where the trayelers were 
hospitably entertained until the arrival of an 
inward bound steamship to bring them to 
New Orleans. Asthis is by far the longest 
canoe voyage ever attempted, and which ex- 
tended the whole length of the greatest coun- 
try in the world, some account of the expedi- 
tion, its scenes and incidents, and the reasons 
that induced it, cannot fail to bé of interest. 

Capt. Willara Glazier, whose original idea 
it wastotraverse this great river from its 
source to its mouth, isaserious, soldierly- 
looking man, and a military author of repute. 
Among his best known works are “Bittle for 
the Union,” ‘*‘Soidiers of the Saddle’’ and 
‘‘Heroes of Three Wars,’’ and among those 
not of a military character ‘‘Peculiarities of 
American Cities’’ and ‘*Ocean to Ocean on 
Ilorseback.” This lastisan account of a 
horseback journey made by the author from 
BostontoSan Francisco in 1876. Indeed it 
was while engaged upon this journey, and in 
crossing the Goveroment bridge across the 
Missi-sippi at Reck Island, that the idea of 
the present voyage suggesied itself. 

Tue Captain does not look like a man ofa 
thoughtless adventurous disposition, and it 
seems strange at first thought that heshould 
have made the voyage in tbe manner he did, 
but it louks reasonable enough when bis rea- 
sons are taken into consideration. The Cap- 
tain made the trip avowedly for the purpose 
of study and observation. as he did that 
across the continentin 18;6. He wisned to 
thoroughly understand the people of the 
vreat valley, their social conditions, indus- 
tries and moves of life. He also expected to 
obtain much erjoyment from the changing 
scenery and climat> Had he traveled by 
steamboat or rail, he Would have been whi-ked 
through tbe country ina week or 89, and would 
bave had absolutely no opportunity of ob- 
taining an inside view of the condition of 
affairs. In addition to seeing thre country, 
the Cuptain designed delivering a lecture, 
prepared specially for the purpose, on **fhe 
Pioneers of the Mississippi,’’ in all important 
towns on his course. The lecture treated of 
the early explorers—De Soto, Marquette, La 
Salle, etc. Actuated by these mutives, he 
procured a fiae cedar canoe, on the Rushton 
mode}, Which he shipped to Aitken, the most 
noriheriy point on the river reacbed by ruil. 
Hie then wenf, accompanied by bis 
brother, to Brainard, Minn., where he 
was joined ty his companion, Mr. B. 
©. Paine, aud there made tiaal pep- 
srations forthe long voyage. At Briinard 
the party icit the :ine of the Nor’hern Pacitie 
Liailroad and proceeded by wagon, over aroad 
which was hirdly more than atrail, to Leech 
Lake, wherethe Government has an Inlian 
agency. The couniry traversed was exceel- 
ingly wi'd, being almost without inhabitants 
and covered with agrowth of the worthless 
jack pines. It being the biue»erry season, quite 
a number of Indiats were seen picking that 
‘fru, which abounds there. As a rule the 
braves lay in the shade, smoking or sleeping, 
while the squaws and the children did the 
picking. Atpnizht they found a. stoppinz- 
piace at Vine River, aud the following after- 
noon arrived atthe agency, where there ure 
trading posts and a numberof white men, 
Hiere three birch-bark canoes were purchased 
and the servicesof an equal numberof Indian 
cuides were procured, one of whom also 
ucted in the capucity of interpreter. All of 
these were required to teach the source of 
tbe river, Which was a matter of great difli- 
culty and seme danger. Lake Itaska, which 
was then supposed by the Captain to be the 
source of the river, Jav five days’ journey 
away, through an almost impeaetrabie wil- 
derness. Indeed, it was almost tmpossible to 
find even an Indian who had visited it. But 
at last Oue Was foundinthe person of Che- 
no-wa-g --ie; 4 Chippewa brave, who finally 
corse) ted to pilot the purty to that lake. 

othe 1l7:h of July everytiing was in real- 
ines‘, tle ihree lirch canoes’ were 
Jaunched on Lecch Lake, andthe voyage had 
fairly commenecd. After crossing Leech 
Lake, the vovagers pushed up the Ga'aeana- 
zea R ver, which was ti'ed with rushes and 
wild rice. | 

Laboriously paddling through these, they 
reacbed another lake 4nd encamped for the 
night. Next morning the lake was crossed 
and the first real hardship of the expedition 
confronted them in the shape of a portaze. 
The provisions and luggige were taken out 
of the canors and transported on the backs 
ofthe Indians.across the country a distance 
ofthree miles througb underbrush so thiek 
that they couldn’t sce ten feet in advance, 
Five days were spent in this manner, first 
paddling across a little lake and then making 
a long portage, until at last Luke I[taska was 
reached, and tae party encamped on School- 
craft’s Island. However, by this time the 
Captain had come to believe from the talk of 
the guides, particularly of Che-no-wa-ge-sic, 
the chief guide, whore words were translated 
to him, that Itaska was pérhaps 
not the source of the great river. 
Determined to ascertain the trut of this, be 
proc e'ed at once to make a thorough explor- 
a ion of the headwaters of the river, guided 
in A erest measure by Che-no-Wa-gce-sier, &ho 
had hunted for years inthis region. Various 
streams joining the Missis:ippi were eximin- 
ed, and found to contain less water than that 
stream itseif, thus establishing the tact 
that Ltaska is onthe main stream. Tien athor- 
ough exploration of the shores ofthe lake 
itself was made. Several small rivulets were 
found to enterit, the chief of which, quite 
a respectable stream, cameinat the entof 
the southwestern arm of the lake. Itaska at 
this point is fitled with bullrushes, through 
wh ch with ereut difficulty theexplorers forced 
their way, andl were rewarded by finding 
themselves ina clear, swift-running stream 
having a depth of froin t wo to five inches, an 
unm average width of five feet. lp this tor- 
tuous stream the cavoes were pushed and 
dragged for three-quarters of a mile, and 
then the voyagers shot cut upon the surf ice 
of a-heautiful heart-suaped lak: which 
proved upon careful expioration to be the 
true source of the Father of Waters. After 
exam‘ning tre shores, the pirtv landed 
onarocky point and Captain Glazier made 
a sbort speech expressing bis confident belief 
that they hed found the true source of a great 
river and added something 'o the graphi- 
cal knowledge of the country. e was fol- 
lowed bv Mr. Paine, who, after a few appro- 
priate :emarks, moved thit the new lake be 
called’ Lake Giszier, in honor of the man by 
whom it had beew discovered. This motion 
was adopted by acclamation, and after drink- 
ing from a epring of ice-co'd water which 
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waters and wooded sko being altogether

g From Lake Glazier the descent of the ote 
began. Below Itaska it runs in a norther y 
direction for a bundred miles or more, aD 
th: n swings round to the eastward, fiaally 
ber ding toward the south, which general di- 
rection it afterward maintains, For the first 
‘ew miles it runs through rich meadows, and 
the canoeists expected from this that = 
voyage as far as the imhabited part wag “ 
river would be easy ond ugreeable. Suc 
was not their fortune, however, for they soon 
found the river obstructed by snags, drift- 
wood and boulders of all sizes. Huge trees 
bud in many instances (fallen completely 
across the stream. These obstacies were 
surmounted in different ways. Sometimes 
the canocs could be pressed down and 
madeto o under the logs; again, 
they seela have to be carried around. 
sometimes the drift could be removed, and 
sometimes the canoe would be lifted or car- 
died over. At last the canoes had to be car- 
ried across a portage for halfa mile, then 
launched again until at last the obstructions 
were passed. Meanwhile, and in fact all 
through the journey, the mosquitoes hover- 
ed around them in clouds, making life a but- 
den and causing all members of the exp2di- 
tion to forget their early Christian traiuine. 
Leaving the obstructions behind, the party 
sped smoothly «long the waving meadow once 
more jining the river. But anew hardship 
now threatened them. Their rations gave out 
entirely, and, most of the ammunition having 
become wet, starvation stared thin iu the face. 
To buy anytlisg in tbat wild couatry was 
impossible, for they had not seen even an 
Indian since leaving Leech Lake. This din- 
ger was barely averted by the marksman- 
ship of the Captain and the dexterity of the 
Indian guides, who would o:zcasionally killa 
duck with their paddies. They got down at 
lastto “hard pan,’’ and had gone without 
anv breakfast or supper the day they reaced 
Lake Bernidji. Here they were luckv enough 
to meet an Indian who hada little flour and 
pork ,and, having rep'cnished their larder,they 
crossed the lake and continued down the 
river. A new darger now beset them in the 
sbape of rapids, whic1 would occur every 
few miles, rendering ciwnoe navigation ex- 
tremely hazardous, Several times were holes 
tornin thefrail birch canoes, and a number 
of times were the voyazers precipitated junto 
tbe water, but ne one Was dangarously hurt 
and the guides were very deft in repairing 
thecanoes. A half day’s journéy from Lake 
Berpidji is Cass Lake, a beautifu! sheet of 
water, tweuty milesin length bv ten in width. 
The next day Winnibigeshish, h>largest like 
on the Mississippi, was reached. ILtis twenty 
milesin diameter and greeted the traveler 
witha beavy sea, which nearly swamped 
them as they paddled across the corner of the 
lake to a few seattered Wizgwams which form 
“the little Indian village onits banks. Taree 
days they were wind-bound on the lake, xet- 
ting away on the morning of the fourth. T'nat 
nigbt their camp was invaded by a number of 
hostile Indians, but owing to their vigilance 
apy bloodshed was avoided. In three 
dats Pokegama Fails were reached 
and the) sawthe tirst white mun since leav- 
ing Leech Lake. Makinga portage around 
the falls, theyshot pastGrand Rapids a few 
miles below and slept that night beneath the 
sbelter of a roof. 

Nothing worthy of mention occurred pbe- 
tweenthis point and Aitken, which thev 
reached iv four davs, and at last found them- 
selves within the bounds of civilization and 
bade farewall to their Indian guide. The 
Captain tried to induce these dusky sons of 
the forest to accompany bim to the Gulf, but 
the stories they hed heard of the alligators 
and snakes of the Sunny South territied them 
andthey refused. <A short rest was takea at 
Aitken, and thenthe party re-embarked in 
the bcautiiul modern canoe which awaited 
them tbere. That is ail, except that the 
Captain stuck to the bireh canoe in 
which he had ridden fromthe start. In ad- 
dition to the Rushton canoe **Alice,’? named 
after the Captain’s daughter, which came 
ihrough tothe gulfs,there was a racine canoe 
of tbe Rob Roy pattern. which excited much 
attention until the diminution of 
the party rendered its abandon- 
ment necessary. The descent of the river 
in the new canoes was easy and pleasant. I[n 
all the principal towns, Capt. Giazier deliv- 
ered his lecture, ‘*Pioneers of the Missis- 
sipp!,’? which was reccived with great inter- 
cst. The journey excited a great deal of 
comment; boats would go up the river to 
meet. the voyagers, and brass bands would 
frequentiy greet therm on their arrival 
in port. Between Aitken and St. Paul 
numerous and danugerous.rapids were met, 
including Pike Rapids, Sauk Rapids and Lit- 
tie Falis, all of which were shot in safety,and 
the Il’alls of St. Anthony were reached with- 
out accident, thouzah the great number of pine 
iogs floating in the river caused the canoeists 
cor s derable annovrance. Be!ow St. Antuony’s 
l’alis the scenery is very beautiful, bizh bluffs 
arising with more or less abruptness from the 
water’s edge; but the pleasure of sight-see- 
ing was much dampened by rain, which fol- 
a the party almost relentlessly to St. 
,ouis. 


Amerg other points of — especial 
interest along the Upper Mississippi 
Lake Pepin occupies tke most prom- 
inept position after St. Anthony’s Falls 
Knviroped by majestic bluffs and with a 
length of thirty miles and breadth of three, 
it forms a very bezutiful sheet of water. 
But, though beautiful, it is treacherous, and 
the winds sweepivg down between the high 
biuffs frequentiy make naviyation on its wa- 
ters perilous. inthe mourning when our yov- 
aceis reacbed its upperendthey found to 
their di: may thatthee ements had possession, 
and the waves were so bizh thata number ol 
riversteamcrshadbcen.onpellel:o'ieupana 
Wait for the storm tosubside, The Cint-in, 
how ver, bav ng a lecture appointment a! 
Lake City, half-way down the lake, determin- 
ed to kcep his appointment despite the 
weatber,and ventured forth reg irdless of the 
warning of the river men. It took all day to 
paddle a distance of sixteen miles, and many 
a time it seemed that the frail boats would be 
engulfed by the waves which dashed over 
them, but the danger was passed ia safety. 
From this point things went smoothly uatt! 
the canoe fleet were just below Winona, 
when a sudden and violent squall struck the 
boats and came near sending them to the bot- 
tom. Fortunately this, too, was weathered, 
and then the only other drawbacks encoun- 
tered were the continuous and strong head- 
winds and the seas consevuent upon them, 
which tried the voyagers’ nerves s9 frequent- 
ly that they came to be  natural- 
ly expected. While on the Keokuk 
rapids the wind blew g0 Swrongly; 
that it actually carried the boats up siream, 
and it was only YY the bardest paddling that 
apy progress could Le made. At La Crosse 
the expedition was reduced in number to the 
Captain and Mr. Paine, who proceeded tothe 
Gulfin the Alice. Some days were spent mn 
all the principal towns, and at Diven port the 
delivery of the lecture was Stopped. This 
was done with regret, butit was found that 
the siow progress it necessitated would ro- 
quire more time for the journey than could be 

evoted to it. : 

On October &§ St. Louis was reached and the 
voyagers were welcomed home by the 
varous boat clubs’ of the cty 
und congratulated on having  ac- 
complisbed the first great section of the 
navigable river. On October 10 they re-em- 
barked and pushed on towards the mouth of 
the river. Everywhere they were received 
with the greatest cordiality; the steamers sa- 
luted them by blowing their whistles, and 
xreat interest was manifested in the voyage. 
Cairo, Memphis, Vicksburg, Natchez and 
Baton Rouge were the chief halting places, 
but frequently night overtook them near some 
plantution-bouse, and then they were the 
planter’s guests and were entertained with 
true Southern hospitality. Special occasion 
Was taken by the Captain to inves- 
tigate the cotton and sugar crops, 
the relations of the white 
and colored races and the future possibilities 
of the South, aud with very gratifying re- 
tu ts New Orleans was at last reached. As it 
was so near his journey’s end and as it was his 
intention to return as soon as he had passed 
through the jetties, the Captain determined 
to pare the city on bis dowaward trip with-

to Mr. Eads’ great work as detailed above. 
Remaining there a day, they returned to 
the city on the steamship Margaret, and the 
canoe fellowed on the Keyser. 

Thus ended the longest canoe voyage ever 
made, and one which perhaps entailed more 
bardships on the ones who made 
it than any other on record. 
Starting from the cold springs at its source, 
Capt. Glazier followed the windings of the 
greatest river on our continent from the pine 
forests and the wheat lands of the extreme 
Northern States, through all the varying 
phases of climate and industries, to the cotton 
and sugar-cane section of the South, past the 
orange and banana groves and on to the broad 
Gulf. Sucha journey is full of iateresting 
and strange experiences, and the Captain’s 
observations will form the subject matter of a 
book, to be issued shortly, entitled ‘“‘Down 
the Great River,’”? which cannot fail to be both 
interesting and instructive, 

The cance in which this long voy- 
age was made has been presented by 
Capt. Glazier to the ew Orleans 
Academy of Sciences in commemoration of 
the discovery of the source of the river, and 
it will be placed on exhibition Monday morn- 
ing in the rotunda of the St. Charles Hotel. 

It may be well to mention that no one else 
has ever traversed either in canoe, steam- 
boat or otherwise more than two-thirds of 
the course of the Mississippi, and when it is 
taken into consideration that the distance is 
3,000 miles, and that the upper portion is 
filled with rapids, logs and other obstructions, 
itis not to be wondered at. Captain Glazier 
will return to St. Louis from here and spend 
the wintcr in that city.

MRS. LINCOLN IN WANT, 


Needed Attention—A Sad Storv. 
Fromthe New Yerk Times. 


Mrs. Abraham Lincoln, the widow of our 
first martyred President, has been in this city 
for nearly two months, submitting to medical 
treatmecntat the hands of Dr. Lewis A. Sayre. 
Sbe has been suffering for the past two years, 
ard curing the entire time h:s scarcely been 
able to walk without as-:istance. 
that sbe has needed the means to secure tbe 
proper attention of nurses, and that the 
three thousand do!lar pension granted her by 
Congress is utterlv inadequate to supply her 
wants in her present condition. Cyrus W. 
Field has been applied to to take an in- 
terest Im ber case, and he snnounced 
yesterday that be was actively exert- 
ing bis influence to secure the passage of a 
Lill througb Congress to increase the amount 
of her pension to a figure which will render 
the remaiuing years of her life as comfortable 
es her sickly condition witl perm't. A Times 
reporter bad a jong cConverssiion with Dr, 
Sayre last evening lu regard tothe condition 
and seiual needs of Mrs. Lincoln. The Doc- 
tor Was very Indiguanteatthbe reports whieh 
ave been cireulsted to the effect that his pa- 
tientisinsape.

“Toa December, 1879. Mrs. Lincoln was in 


Pau, France. Ou the day when she received 
the injury which resulted in her prostration, 
sbe was expecting a visit from some distin- 
suisbed persons whom she had known when 
presiding at the White House, and she natur- 
sliy wanted her rooms in the boarding-house 
in Which she was stopping to look as nively 
es possible. She noticed a picture over the 
mantel-piece .Which did not hang quite 
struight, and es she Was economiz:ng and 
living without servants, sbe undertook to tix 
it herself. To do this she mounted a step- 
ladder. Being rather heavy and not over- 
eraceful in ber movements on the ladder, it 
broke under her, and she feilon the middle 
of her back across tbe edge of a sofa. That 
fall was the cause of all her subsequent 
trouble, and she bas never been a well womin 
since. Sbe was cantiaed to her bed for soma 
time, afflicted with infl:mmation of the 
spinal chord anda partiai los of power in 
tbe lower extrimities.

Sbehada touch of dropsy at 
this time, and, in fact, L believe that she wis 
suffering from Bricht’s disease of the kid- 
neys. I did whatI could for her, restored 
her psrtially, and then sent ber to her sister, 
Mrs. Kdwards, in Springfield, Lil., where she 
remaiced until last month in charge of a 
medical gentleman who conducted the case in 
constant correspondence with me.’ 


“On the 11th of October,” continued Dr. 


Sayre, **Mrs. Lincoln again came to this city 
and placed hersejf in my charge, taking rooms 
at the Clarendon. I found that she could 
not walk safely without the aid of a chair, 
and even then sbe was liable at times to fall. 
[ told her that she must have a maid or nurse 
to attend her constantly, and that she must 
be treated with elcctricity and with massage. 
Then for the first time her poverty was re- 
vealedto me. She told me that she could not 
afford to keep a maid. Her means, sie said, 
were limited to the tbhree-thousand-doliar 
pension granted herbv Congress. She had 
formerly possessed $1,400 a year more, bui 
that she had lost. I was astonished at this 
revelaiion, but I went to work to do the best 
I could for ber. In @ little over a week I 
managed to vet her accommodations in a 
water-cure establishment, where she could 
have proper attention and baths, with board, 
and be properly treated with electricity 
and massage on a comparatively eco- 
nomical basiz, and she has been there 
now for about six weeks. It seems strange, 
don’tit, thatthe wife of Abraham Lincoln 
should not be able to hire a nurse, but just 
think of it yourself and make an estimate. 
Calculate rent, board, medical advice, which 
she must have continually, and attendance, 
and see how much you would have left for 
clothes and traveling out of $3,000a year. 
Certainly the widow of a Presi

cially when she is sick. Mrs. Lincoln is im- 
proving, but her condition is such that she 
will need attention constantly for a long time, 
and possibly as long as +Re lives. At times 
she seems quite well, but it is not safe to 
leave herto herself. She can walk alone at 
times, but she ought not to do it, and she is 
tinable at all tames to walk up or down stairs, 
Her kidney disease is relieved now, and the 
main danger to be feared is spinal sclerosis, 
or hardening of the spinal chord.”
